Taken From the Ruins of the 
Hotel Royal. 

FIFTY-EIGHT STILL MISSINO. 



Large Forcea of Men Working Day ami 
Night Hear (thing the Kulna for Dead 
Hod lea — Three Days Before Alt tie 
Debris Can Be Iteutoved— Ouly Tlir. i 
Bodlea tlaaUMli 

New York, Feb. 9.— At 1 o'clock this 
morning there is nothing on which to 
base a correct estimate of those who 
perished in the Hotel Royal on Sunday 
morning. It is positively known that 
there were 102 persons in the hotel at 
the time of the the, and of these eighty- 
two are known to be safe. Twelvo 
bodies have been recovered, which 
leave* fifty-eight persons unaccounted 
for. That some of these escaped is 
certain, and it is equally certain that a 
portion of those escaping, perhaps all, 
will forever keep their identity secret 
for obvious reasons. 

Only when the last niece of debris has 
been removed from the ruins will the 
number of dead be positively ascer- 
tained. The work of identification is 
very slow. This is due partly to the 
horrible condition of the bodies recov- 
ered. But a stronger reason, it is be- 
lieved, is that people do not wish to 
publish the names of relatives and 
friends in order to avoid scandal. 

All day yesterday a large force of 
men were kept constantly at work. The 
heaps of del is grew higher and high*"- 
until Fortieth street was completely 
blocked. Toward 5 o'clock a steam der- 
rick was placed on Fortieth street, and 
a number of electric lights were strung 
in order that the work might be con- 
tinued all night. Mr. Galligan, the con- 
tractor, said that he thought it would be 
three days before the ruinB could lie en- 
tirely removed and examined. Work, 
he said, had boon very minute. 

The victims of t:ie fire were removed 
to the morgue at the foot of East Twen- 
ty-sixth street as fast as they were taken 
from the ruins. They were placed in 
rows and known as No. 1, 2, 3, etc., and 
their various descriptions and a descrip- 
tion of the articles found near them 
were set forth on a piece of writing 
paper which was tackod to the cover of 
the caskets. All day long a stream of 
persons entered the place in quest of 
missing friends and relatives. 

Up to noon only one body, that of the 
Broadway merchant. Harry J. Levy, 
had been recognized. A little later bodv 
No. 7, that »f a man with arms folded 
across his b-east and bowed head, as if 
to protect hi face, was identified as that 
of A. A. Townsend, of 414 Church 
street, New Haven, Conn. He had evi- 
dently made a desperate effort to escape, 
as he had hurriedly dressed himself in 
trousers and vest, not stopping to re- 
move his night shirt, which he still 
wore. The identification iu this ca 
was most cor-plete. 

The bodies were viewed by hundreds 
during the afternoon, but none were 
identified until .ate in the evening when 
that of Mrs. Mary Begley, the house- 
jrp P r».v rtf the Hotel Royal, was fully 
identified.

dared Without Cauae. 

San Francisco. Feb. 9. — Dr. Chncv 
Sue Yee, a Chinese physician, well 
known and respected, died yesterday 
from a wound inflicted on him by two 
Chinese Highbinders Saturday evening 
The murder was most wanton and un 
provoked even for Chinatown. The doc- 
tor was cooking his dinner in the rear of 
his house on Dupont street, when two 
Chinese entered and committed i 
nuisance. 

The doctor requested them to stop 
when without a word one of them drew 
a pistol and shot Yee in the abdomen. 
The assassins fled and have not been 
captured. Usually the Chinese mur 
dered here are members of one of the 
warring societies, but Dr. Yee does not 
belong 10 any of these. It is thought 
possible the Six companies will take the 
matter up and hand over the murderers 
to justice, otherwise the chance of capt- 
uring them is very slight. 

The Chief Wltneeean Embesaler. 

Cleveland, Feb. 9.— In the Overman 
courtmartial trial yesterday afternoon it 
was developed that Rossi ter, ex-chief 
clerk to Major Overman, and who is 
now appearing as the principal witness 
against the accused officer, was five 
years ago convicted of embezzling $5,00C 
from the Domestic Sewing Machine 
company.

In hi« preliminary ramaraa to the ed- 
itor Garza states that he has forwarded 
President Harrison the letter, but that 
he fears that the latter will not get it, 
and as he desires to have his position and 
action towards the United States fully 
understood, he sends a copy to El China- 
co for publication. The latter is for the 
most part, an attack on the Mexican 
goveruinent and particularly President 
Diaz. He offers strong objection to 
being charged with having violated the 
neutrality laws, and defenila his action 
as follows : 

"Beinjr a resident of Texas when I Je- 
cided to raise the banuer of insurrection 
in my beloved country. Mexico, it would 
be natural, logical and inevitable that I 
should travel through the United States 
territory iu order to reach Mexico. That 
has nothing to do with the so-called 
neutrality laws; but suppose that I had 
effected a march at that time in the di 
rection or towards Mexican territory 
with two or more of my countrymen 
does that constitute an offense against 
the laws? I don't believe it does, be 
cause I know the basis of the wise and 
liberal constitution of your country." 

Garza continues in this strain through- 
out his whole letter. He gives no news 
concerning the progress of the move- 
ment of which he is at the head. 

A HARD BREAST BONE, 

It Preventa a Cowardly Murderer From 
Taking Hla Mlaerable Life. 

Chicago. Feb. 9.— Andrew Anderson 
■hot his wife, Annie, in the street, in a 
fit of jealous rage, and when chased by 
the police turned the revolver against 
himself, after trying to kill Captain 
Couch. The woman's wound was fatal. 
Anderson was not dangerously hurt. 

Mrs. Anderson swore out a warrant 
for her husband yesterday afternoon be- 
fore Justice Hamberger, alleging threats 
to kill.

It iH sug- 
gested that readers try tomato-bagging. 
Tomatoes protected in paper bags last 
season were free from blemish, color in- 
tensified and fruit matured earlier than 
fruit not thus protected.

WASHINGTON DOINGS 

Events Taking Place at the 
National Capital. 



PROCEEDINGS OF CONGRESS 



District nf Columbia Day and Committee 
Reports In the House — Several Local 
Kill* Pans the Senate and the Printing 
Itlll Taken Up — Other Washington 
Mews. 

Washington. Feb. 9. — Immediately 
after the approval of the journal in the 
house the speaker called the committees 
for reports. 

Mr. Raynor, of Maryland, from the 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce, reported a bill allowing rail- 
road companies to giant special rates to 
commercial travelers. It was placed on 
the honse calender. 

Mr. Boatner, of Lonisiana, reported 
favorably from the committee on judici- 
ary a bill to require judges of United 
States courts to give an opinion on ques- 
tions of fact. 

There were no requests for unanimous 
consent of bills. It being District of 
Columbia day a number of local bills 
•were passed. 

The honse as committee of the whole 
proceeded to consider the Henderson 
resolution of inquiry regarding the ex- 
penditure for the world s fair, and the 
substitute of committee on appropria- 
tions, providing for the investigation by 
that committee. 

Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, protest- 
ed against the committee on appropria- 
tions having the right at all times to re- 
port. 

Mr. Onthwaite, of Ohio, thought the 
world's fair committee had no power to 
recommend appropriations, and therer 
fore it could not have jurisdiction over 
an investigation of expenditures. 

Mr. Livingston, of Georgia, favored 
the investigation by the appropriations 
committee. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, says the 
members from Illinois stood in the same 
position as the members from other 
states. They did not attempt to avoid an 
investigation. 

Mr. Reilly proposed an amendment 
substituting the world's fair commit ttnj 
for the committee on appropriations. 
Lost Yeas, 108; nays, 147. 

The resolution providing for an in- 
vestigation by the, appropriations com- 
mittee was then adopted, and at 5:10 the 
house adjourned. 

In the Senate. 

In the senate Senator Sherman intro- 
duced bills for the relief of Ebenezer 
OomAtock and Bareus Robinson, of 
Ohio. 

The senate took up and passed a b\Jl 
reported favorably from the committee 
on commerce, repealing sections of re- 
vised statutes requiring the use of life- 
saving appliances on steamers, so far as 
those sectioiu applied to steamers, ex- 
clusively plying on lakes, bays and 
sounds. 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, offered a Res- 
olution requesting | the secretary of the 
treasury to reinstate the acconnts of the 
state of Virginia. This grows out of the 
reconsideration of the bill to give it its 
proportion of the direct tax. 

A long discussion followed withont 
action being taken and at 1 -JiO p. m. the 
senate, on motion of Mr. Hiscock, went 
into executive session. At 8:20 thesloors 
were reopened and the senate resumed 
consideration of the printing bill. At 
4.46, with the bill still under considera- 
tion, the senate adjourned. 

Reciprocity with Canada. 

Warhington. Feb. 9. — Secretary 
Blaine has notified the Canadian reci- 
procity commissioners by telegraph that 
he will accord them a hearing at the state 
department on Wednesday next. The 
commission that will visit Washington 
is composed of Sir John Thompson, 
minister of justice; George E. Foster, 
minister of finance, and Mackenzie 
Bowell, minister of customs. Mr. Parrn- 
alce. assistant commissioner of customs; 
Douglas Stewart, private secretary to 
Sir John Thompson, will accompany the 
commission. The commissioners, it !• 
said at the state department, will leave 
Ottawa for Washington at once. 

Judge Woods' Confirmation Postponed. 

Washington, Feb. 9. — The senate 
committee on the judiciary did not take 
action on the nomination of Judge 
Woods yesterday. It was not taken up 
for consideration by the committee, as 
expected, but it will probably be acted 
on at the next meeting on Friday. It. is 
expected the committee will act on the 
nominations of the ether circuit judges 
on that day.

Blow Against Free Coinage. 

Washington , Feb. 9.— The supreme 
court of the District of Colombia has 
denied the writ of mandamus in the 
celebrated silver brick case to compel 
the secretary of the treasury to coin in- 
to silver dollars, all silver bullion pre- 
sented at United States mints. The de- 
cision is construed by those interested to 
be a blow 'against the free coinage of 
■Liver. 

Rathbun Couflrtned. 

Washington, Feb. 9.— The senate, in 
executive session yesterday, con farmed 
the nomination of Rathbun to be post- 
master at Elmira, N.Y., vice Flood, re- 
moved. This is the nomination which 
Senator Hill ha s been opp osing. 

Kentucky's Direct Tax Paid. 
Washington, Feb. 9.— The treasury 
department yesterday paid to the state 
of Kentucky her share of "the direct tax, 
■— onnting to $606,641. 

Anxious to Marry Miss Ulaina. 
N«w York, Feb. 9.— A special to The 
Recorder from Washington says: Dur- 
ing the past few days Miss Hattie Blaine 
has been receiving a series of letters 
touched in fervent language and signed 
by one Markle, who expressed an urgent 
desire to marry her. The climax was 
reached when a letter was received from 
this importunate suitor asking that he 
might meet the secretary in his library , 
ana receive an introduction to his 
daughter. Upon investigation it was 
found that Markle was a clerk in the 
war department of previous good repu- 
tation. He is insane and will be 
brought before the lunacy com mission 
to be examined in regard to his sanity.

The building, which was of six stories 
wassojiii seen by the firemen to be 
doomed, and all then- efforts were con- 
centrated in an endeavor to save adjoin- 
ing proi>erly. They were unsuccessful, 
however. 

At 10:15 the roof fell in with a terri- 
ble crash, and a few minutes later the 
building of the Langstaff Hardware 
company, which adjoined it at the 
south, ^fell in the space formerly oc- 
cupied by the Druz-Berno building. 
The trunk factory to the north, occupied 
by S. Levy, was then a mass of flames 
and soon was a total wreck. The fire 
continued sr-eading, and by midnight 
the Leuhnn.vns hotel, the finest south of 
the Ohio river, the "Ruby" saloon, a 
largo harness factory and another build 
ing were either burning or destroyed 
So far as known there has been no lorn 
of life. The loss will probably exceed 
♦1,000,000.
